(1) . Applicants' Amendments and Remarks filed on 01/04/08 have been received. 

Claims 1-15, 18 and 22 are cancelled. Claims 16-17, 19-21 and 23-25 are amended. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

(2) . Claims 16-17, 19-21 and 23-25 are allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 

(3) . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The instant application is allowable in view of the latest amendments, consequently, it 
overcomes closest prior art Hisakazu (JP 2000-327387) although Hisakazu (JP 2000-327387) 
disclose the cement admixture compound including structural elements as claimed by applicants. 
However, applicants, in addition to the polymer component, teach the component d) and/or e) 
and/or f) and/or g) and/or h), with such combination, it shows corrosion-inhibiting effect on steel 
(instant Specification). Thus, instant claims 16-17, 19-21, 23-25 are considered to be novel and 
passed to issue as to the date of this Notice of Allowability.
